A Contribution to the Knowledge of the 
Flora of Anguilla (B. W. I.)

During my investigations on the Flora of the Dutch 
W. I. Islands St. Eustatius, Saba and St. Martin in 
1906 *) I paid a short visit to the Island of Anguilla; 
I arrived in the evening of Sept. 5 th 1906 and made some 
short trips on Sept. 6 th and 7 th in order to get acquainted 
with the Flora of this small Island, that, as far as I found 
was visited only by three botanists, L. C. M. Richard 
1786, Sir Daniel Morris 1891 and W. Elliot 1892. (I. U r b a n 
Symbolae Antillanae III p. 162). 

Besides a very small collection made by W. Elliot 
and a new species of Thrinax collected by Sir Daniel M o r r i s, 
there exists no collection of Anguillaplants, and during 
my studies on the Flora of the Antilles I did not meet 
with any dried specimen, nor did I see Anguilla mentioned 
in I. Urban, Flora Portoricensis. 

That is why I think it may be welcome to those who

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study the Flora of the West Indies to have the small 
list of plants I saw or collected in Anguilla. I have given 
a list of 150 specimens only; it need not be mentioned 
that as far as concerns this Island, my studies are far 
from being complete; the short time I could spend there 
was taken from my studies in St. Martin and I could not 
devote more time to it. 

Anguilla, belonging to the Presidency of St. Kitts and 
Nevis is a small Island of about 90 □ km. situated in 
18° N. latitude and 63° longitude, separated from the Dutch 
and French Island St. Martin by a strait of about 10 km. 

It is one of the Leeward Islands, is very flat and belongs 
to the same geological formation together with St. Martin, 
consisting chiefly of calcareous soil. A great part of the 
Island is cultivated and wherever the soil was abandoned 
or not yet cultivated, especially near the seashore, I met 
with a vegetation that consisted chiefly of prickly plants 
ressembling in superficial appearance the Croton vegetation 
of the Dutch Antilles. I did not see any tropical wood. 

The list of plants is based on the same principles on 
which I am writing my Flora of the Dutch W. I. Islands 
and I do not think it necessary to give fuller explanations 
in this paper now, nor to give a description of the lo¬ 
calities where I collected the plants. It be mentioned that 
only . the plants indicated with B. Herb. Utrecht, 
are collected. 

■ It is not my intention to give a treatise on the Flora 
of Anguilla, it is not the right time for it now: but for 
these 150 plants the Island is wholly unknown and I hope 
that it will not last long before further investigations may 
be planning. Some notes made at the end of my article 
will show that Anguilla though almost quite neglected 
will probably prove to be a nice Island for a botanist to 
investigate. 
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I am greatly, indebted to Prof. I. Urban in Berlin 
(Steglitz-Dahlem) for the kind assistance given to me 
when I was there to finish my paper on the W. I. plants; 
some new species will be kindly described by him and 
Dr. R. Pilger in the Symbolae Antillanae VI (1909). 

My best thanks also to Messrs Carter in Anguilla who 
allowed me to make use of their horses and carriages in 
order to cross the Island.

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As may be seen from the given list of 150 species, 
11 axe cultivated plants, 41 are also found on the 
Continent of America and other parts of the world, 
47 are found in the American Islands as well as on the 
Continent of America, 8 are only to be found in the 
American Islands and the southern part of Florida, 15 are 
only to be seen in the American Atlantic Islands and 
28 are not yet seen except in the Antilles. 

When we compare these numbers with those I found 
in the three Dutch Antilles, then we see that they are 
there resp. 806, 132, 207, 301, 18, 34, 114. 

Among the 28 plants only known from the Antilles there 
are 2 new species viz. Bouteloua Vaneedeni and Myrtus 
anguillensis and 7 species are found, as far as we know, 
only on the Islands to the north of St. Kitts: viz:Stigma- 
tophyllon sericeum, Croton flavens, Argithamnia candicans, 
Reynosia uncinata, Sarcomphalus domingensis, Ipomoea 
arenaria and Lycium americanum.
